The  cases  of  food  poisoning  occured  in  the  Trethomas  Ward  and 
the  persons  affected  were  a father  and  son  of  the  same  family. 

The  suspected  food  consumed  by  these  persons  were  sausages,  and 
the  un-consumed  sausages  had  been  given  to  their  dog.  The  food  had 
been  purchased  from  a vehicle  from  which  butchers  meat  is  sold  by  a 
person  outside  the  Urban  area.  The  Health  Authority  of  the  area  from 
which  the  vehicle  comes  were  acquainted  with  the  facts  of  the  alleged 
sausages  but  no  further  cases  were  reported  and  a satisfactory  report 
was  received  of  the  premises  etc.,  used  by  the  butcher,  from  the  Public 
Health  Inspector. 


The  outbreak  of  dysentery  was  of  the  Sonne  type  and  close  contact 
was  kept  with  the  cases  giving  advice  and  disinfectants  to  the  persons 
concerned.

HOUSING. 

The  proposed  building  programme  now  being  once  more  resumed 
will  do  much  to  alleviate  the  position  with  regard  to  the  carrying  out 
of  your  “Slum  Clearance”  programme  and  take  a number  of  the 
applicants  for  Council-owned  houses  off  the  waiting  list. 
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Owner-occupiers  of  houses  still  continue  to  take  advantage 
of  Improvement  Grants  to  modernise  some  old  properties,  but  the 
owners  of  tenanted  houses  do  not  seem  to  realize  the  benefits  which 
can  be  obtained  by  availing  themselves  of  the  grants.  There  are 
a great  number  of  houses  which  are  tenanted  and  could  be  brought 
up  to  a standard  of  amenities  comparable  with  a Council-owned 
house,  if  the  owners  of  the  properties  would  take  advantage  of  the 
Improvement  Grants.

COUNCIL  HOUSES 

The  routine  inspections  of  Council  Houses  were  carried  out 
on  the  cessation  of  old  tenancies  and  on  the  exchange  of  tenancies 
of  Council  Houses. 

Visits  were  also  made  to  ensure  that  some  of  the  tenants  main- 
tained a reasonable  state  of  cleanliness  in  the  houses. 

Number  of  visits  made  for  the  above-mentioned  purposes 
totalled  58. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  usual  disinfectants  were  issued  to  the  persons  where 
necessary  and  especially  so  where  cases  of  dysentery  were  notified. 
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The  twocases  of  food-poisoning  were  thoroughly  investigated 
but  no  success  obtained  in  the  isolation  of  the  suspected  food  alleged 
to  have  been  the  cause. 

Unfortunately  the  suspected  food  was  thrown  to  the  dog 
after  being  partly  consumed,  and  if  this  had  been  kept,  it  would  have 
been  of  great  assistance  in  establishing  the  vehicle  of  infection  or 
otherwise  and  in  many  of  the  enquiries  of  suspected  food  poisoning 
people  have  disposed  of  some  food  or  other  which  tasted  or  smelled 
badly,  in  a similar  manner,  instead  of  keeping  unconsumed  portions 
for  bacteriological  examination. 

I have  always  stressed  the  importance  of  this  in  all  cases  I 
have  investigated. 


WATER  SUPPLY 

The  Council  is  a constituent  member  of  the  Rhymney  Valley 
Water  Board.  The  supply  is  ample  and  of  good  quality,  but  during 
the  dry  period  experienced  in  the  summer  months  of  this  year,  press- 
ure of  water  in  the  mains  had  to  be  reduced  and  some  of  the  houses 
situated  in  the  southern  part  of  the  district  experienced  some  diff- 
iculty in  having  a continuous  supply,  expecially  during  the  day-time, 
when  the  demand  for  water  was  at  its  peak. 

Routine  sampling  of  the  water  supply  is  continually  carried  out 
by  the  Water  Board  officials  to  ensure  a safe  and  uncontaminated 
supply  throughout  the  area. 


SWIMMING  POOL. 

One  privately  owned  swimming  pool  is  still  in  existence  in 
the  area  and  has  suffered  considerable  damage  from  acts  of  wanton 
destruction  by  persons  during  the  winter  months,  when  the  pool 
is  closed. 

Much  of  this  damage  has  been,  or  is  being,  repaired,  and  the 
pool  water  is  continuously  sampled  and  found  to  be  of  a very  good 
standard  for  bathing  purposes. 
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The  acts  of  vandalism  experience  in  connection  with  the  swim- 
ming pool  is  greatly  to  be  deplored  and  praise  is  due  to  the  people 
concerned  in  their  endeavours  to  retain  this  desirable  amenity  in  the 
area. 


RIVERS  AND  STREAMS 


The  River  Rhymney  is  still  accepting  the  effluents  of  coal 
washeries,  etc.,  prior  to  its  course  through  the  Bedwas  and  Machen 
district  and  the  suspended  particles  from  these  effluents  are  polluting 
the  water  and  are  thus  detracting  from  the  beauty  afforded  by  a river 
of  comparatively  clean-looking  water. 

In  the  Bedwas  and  Machen  area,  one  stream  conveying  the 
effluent  of  the  nearby  industries  is  responsible  for  most  of  the 
pollution  of  the  river  within  its  boundaries. 


ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 


Apart  from  the  smoke  from  domestic  chimneys,  the  only 
contributory  factors  to  atmospheric  pollution  throughout  the  area 
are  the  Bedwas  Colliery  and  the  British  Benzol  Coal  Distillation 
Plant. 


The  National  Coal  Board  plans  to  substitute  electrical  power 
for  steam  and  this  will  almost  entirely  abate  any  smoke  nuisance 
caused  by  the  raising  of  steam. 

The  British  benzol  Coal  Distillation  Company  have  carried 
out  much  work  in  order  to  minin  ise  or  obaiate  any  noism  e from 
dust,  etc.,  but  the  system  of  coke  quenching  still  being  in  use,  causes 
gritty  particles  to  be  given  off  and  so  to  cause  some  pollution  of  the 
atmosphere.  The  company  are  always  ready  to  co-operate  and  do 
any  reasonable  and  practicable  work  to  prevent,  if  possible,  any 
nuisance  from  the  industry. 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

Weekly  collections  of  domestic  refuse  is  maintained  throughout 
the  district  an  subsidiary  collections  are  made  from  buisness  premises. 

The  Council  have  decided  on  a policy  to  provide  proper  refuse 
bins  to  householders  throughout  the  area  and  this  will  facilitate  the 
refuse  collection  and  be  more  hygienic.  At  the  moment,  all  kinds 
of  receptacles  are  used  by  householders  in  which  to  deposit  refuse 
for  collection  and  in  a great  majority  of  cases,  no  covers  are  placed 
on  these  refuse  receptacles. 

Convenient  tipping  sites  for  the  disposal  of  refuse  are,  unfort- 
unately, not  available  in  the  area,  to  carry  out  a system  of  controlled 
tipping  and  for  the  present,  the  refuse  is  tipped  on  a refuse  tip. 


SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD  SUPPLIES. 

FOOD  SHOPS. 

The  trend  of  shopkeepers  in  the  area  is  to  stock  for  sale  to  the 
public,  almost  every  kind  of  foodstuffs  obtainable  and  under  these 
circumstances  it  is  extremely  difficult  to  place  a particular  premises 
in  a definite  category  for  the  sale  of  the  various  kinds  of  food  sold. 
A large  proportion  of  what  are  termed  ‘General  ’ now  supply  frozen 
packs  of  meat,  fish  and  vegetables,  so  that  a general  line  of  demarcation 
with  respect  to  the  character  of  the  show  cannot  be  drawn  conclusively.

(a)  those  shops  employing  a manager  and  assistants. 

(b)  Those  shops  which  are  kept  by  people  and  run  by 
members  of  their  families.

All  the  premises  registered 
comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations. 


BAKEHOUSES. 

Inspections  were  made  of  the  two  bakehouses  now  operating  in 
the  district  and  the  periodic  cleansing  and  whitewashing  was  carried 
out  during  the  year.

MEAT  INSPECTION. 

A one  hundred  per  cent  inspection  was  again  carried  out  of  all 
animals  slaughtered  in  the  four  privately  owned  establishments  in  the 
area. 


The  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector  is  still  employed  full  time 
in  the  largest  of  the  slaughter  houses  owned  and  controlled  by  the  Co- 
operative Wholesale  Society  and  the  inspections  at  the  remaining  three 
smaller  premises  are  carried  out  by  your  Public  Health  Inspector. 

A considerable  proportion  of  the  meat  from  the  establishments 
inthe  area  is  distributed  and  consumed  in  surrounding  districts  and 
this  is  especially  so  from  the  Cooperative  Society  Abattoir  who  supply 
their  retail  shops  almost  throughout  South  Wales.

The  area  is  patrolled  regularly  by  your  Rodent  Operator  to  keep 
down  the  rat  and  mice  population. 

River  banks  and  streams  etc.,  are  regularly  inspected  and  treated 
where  evidence  of  rat  infestation  is  found,  or  reported. 

The  refuse  tips  are  subjected  to  twice  weekly  inspections. 

Two  sewer  maintenance  treatments  were  carried  out  during  the 
year  with  satisfactory  results. 
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FACTORIES  AND  WORKPLACES 

Inspections  of  factories  and  workplaces  were  carried  out  during  the 
year  and  on  the  whole,  conditions  in  these  premises  and  workplaces 
were  satisfactory. 

Appended  to  this  report  are  reports  of  the  Prevention  of  Damage 
By  Pests  Act,  1949,  and  the  Prescribed  Particulars  on  the  Administra- 
tion of  the  Factories  Act,  1937.
